Winmmvarow, N. O, Oct, 5.--This morning

“_"-' offiears of the Cuban privateer Hornel, or
Cuba, were attalgned befors General Allen
Rutherford, United States Commlsdonar for the
l?h“”‘lt'l of Unpe Fear. Jodzes Person and
Fremoh appeared for the Goverament, #nd
George Davis for the defendants. The partlos
woere arealgued on the chwrge “‘that they did
accept and exercise n commigsion Lo serve o
forelgn people in war, to wit, the people ol
Cuba agalnst thy people of Spilo, & country with
which the United States Is an peace, and did it
out and artn, aud did procare to bo {flted oul
and armed, within the lHmita of the Unlted
Btates, a cortain ship or vessel ealled the Caba
with Intent that sald vessel shall be employed in
the serviee of the people of Cubn; to crnise
and to commit hostilities agnlnst the poople of
Bpuin, acountey with which this United” States
18 nt pence, and did enlist and serve on hoard of
sald vessel with the intent to ernlse and commit
hostilitles againzt the people of SBpain, o viola-
tion of the statuteg of the United States and of
the ncl of Congresa of April 20, 1818," The
Government not pressing tho matter, tho parties
were not reguired to give bonds for their ap-
waranee at any specified  time, but wers placed
n custody of United States Marshal Nefl, who
released thetm on parole on thely porsonnl adsur-
ance that they would not sttempt to leave, The
Government coutsel mado the polnt thiat the
veasel iad been fitted out in the United States,
a8 chorgod in the iodietment, to ernise and Lo
commit hostilities arainst o government with
whichi the United Sintos s at peace, and to
make It & prima facie case they nsked for o
coutinuanee, (o allow thme Lo £peute tho presenco
of witnesses for the Government from New
York and Woashington.

The eounsel for the defendants opposed the
motion for a eontinuanee, contending that the
United Stntes had po right to hold them, ns the
ship was commizeionod by a rogularly organized
government, the rapublic of Cuba, and thut she
put in at Smithville in distress, and that It wa
contrary to the lnw of nations to detaln her,
Commissioner Rutherford decided that it was a
prima facie case, and granted the Government
until Mondny, October 11, to produce witnesses.

A Wonderful Phenomenon,
From the Evangelist,

On the first day of September, 1850, two
astronomers, one at Oxford, the other at Lon.
don, were ot the same time watching the spots
on the disc of thestun; and both at the same
moment saw certain strange bright patches of
light break out in front of the cluster. So
brilliant were they that the observers at first
thought that the darkening sercens attached
to their telescopes must bave become [rae-
tured.

There is a strange connec-
tion oftentimes between the action of thaose
magnetie forces and the phenomena of earth-
qualkes and voleances. Indeed, it has been
recently argued that the cause of the latter is
to be found not in the subterranean lives of
our globe expanding vapors and pgiving them
a destructive agency, but in the electricity
communicated to our globe by the sun. But
be this as it may, it is a startling fact that there
is n force manifesting itsell on the face of the
sun simply as a brilhant light flushing over
its surface, that can through an intorval of
ninety-five millions of wilss iustantanéously
operate on our earth; blaze along our tele-
graphic wires, give electric shuck.q' to the
signal-men stutioned by thom; i'[m?h Northern
lights through the heavens; thrill the very
globe from pole to pole with maguetic influ-
ences, disturb the repose of naturs, and per-
haps roek the solid earth as if its surface, in
some places at lonst, wore a were seale on a
boiling sea of fire,

There is something almost overpowering in
a fact like this, Here is a foree to which no
other of which we have any knowledge can
be compared. We speak with amazoment of
the speed of light, travelling thousands of
miles in a single second. And yet lfhl_*tt(! are
perhaps worlds, or, as the poel phrases it,

Ugvatems ef whoge hirth

No Hdings yet have reached this nether world,”
from which that light, that started from them
thonsands of years ngo, has 1ot yet penotrated
to this earth, so that it might seem as if
the very vastuness of the universe laft its parts
disconnected—so disconnected tlm}. oven n
message sent with the speed of light failed
to reach them till thousands of years had
transpired, .

But bere is an agent, a mysterious fores,
that annibilates distance, a8 light cannot do
it, as gravitation perhaps cannot do it; origi-
nating, we know not how, but when showing
jtself on the sun, traveling almost in an in.
gtant through the bounds of fho solar system,
telegraphing as it ware to the cxiremitiey of
creation, without sny inatrumentality of wires
or conncetions, the will of !hc grost Mulker,

The visit of the Empress to  Ajaceio has re-
enlled pome curions details of the Bonaparte
fumily, communionted by a Corsican. The
liouge shown as that inhabited by Charlos
Bonaparte and his children is sitnated in one of
the oldest parts of the town of Ajaccio. The
original tenement, during the popular dis.
turDanees of 1703, was burned to the gronud.
Nupoleon had been engaged in theexpedition

apgninst  Sardinia, the  foilure of which
muy poartly be  allributed to  Paoli, aud
]i.lI']'\' to tlio effeots inf had wenthor
on the naval portion of the enterprise,
Corsicn broke ont in open rebellion.  Pauvli
pliced himself at the head of the insurgents,
and shid to :\7'{«-]- on, **You must clioos
between France and me.” “Well," repliad

the young officer, **1 vemain on the side of
F'rance, and separate from you, who ure alliod
to the English, " Napoleon was sent to Dastia,
Paoli a second time made overtures to the
Donaparte family, which were rajoctad, npon
which he atfewpted to tuke them priso
I'rom this fate they were rescued by th=
tuchment of a few mountainee Lincien, in
the widdle of the night, was suddanly aroused
by the gleam of torches in his bedroom. e
recognized among w gronp of monntaineces
the friendly face of Costa, their lender, who
exclaimed, “‘Quick, Luciano, awake Signora
Letiziay Paoli's people will be upon you in un
hour. But follow us; we are determined to
reseue your family.” IEscorfed by these
mountaineers, the Donapartes escaped to
the hills, whence thoy saw Ajaccio, nud of
course their own house, enveloped in flomes,
Paoli razed it to the ground, and proclaimed
the banishment « perpetuite of the Bonapnrte
family. Affer two days and nights of infonse
suffering, Madnme Letizia and her children
reached Marseilles, where her son Napoleon
met her. Joseph was appointed war com-
missary, Lucien obtained employment in the
wilitary storekeeper’s offiee, while Madane
Letizin received rations distributed to emi-
gronts,  Bhe and her daughters inhabited a
wiserable lodping in the Iue 8t Laurent,
and suffered oxtreme misery. ‘The now housa
wiut bl by the fawmily on the
plan of their former habitation, of which it
s an exact reprodnction. It has been pur-
chused by Napoleon 111, The roowms are nu-
merong, but small; and to the last hour of his
life the first Emperor disliked large rooms,
aud always selocted 4 small apartent for the
one in which he transacted nmportaut busi-
ness,
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The Origin of BRattlesnnlces.

The attachiment of the Red Indinn aboricines
to this famous reptile is proverblal; nwmong
nearly all the tribes, even at this present day, It
ir reldom disturbed, but is designated by the
endearing name of grandfather. [t Is recorded,
liowever, by the early bistorinns, that when one
wibe desired to challenge another to combat,
they were in the habip of sending into the
widst of their enemy the skin of o rottiesnnke,
vhierehy it would appeasr to have been employed
s an cwblem of revenge., And as lor the
origin of the rattlesnake, the old men among
hie Chierokees relate o legend to the following

[neg, and wirnpped oy a white robe,onee made his
ppearanee fn thelr nation, and commanded
hem to abaudon all their old customs snd fes-
dvals and to adopt o new religlon, He made
uke of the softest langunge, and everything he
did proved him to be s gond man, It 8o hap-
ened, however, that he could make no friends
mong them, and the medicine mon of tne np-
oy comspired to tnke Lislife. In many ways
did they try to do this—by lnshing Lim with s¢
pents, and by giving him poleon, but were nlways
unspecesstul,  Buot in process of time the decd
was aceomplighed, Illij in the fellowing manner:
~It was known that the good strongoer was in
the hobitof duily visiting o certaln spring for the
purpose of guenching his thirst and bathing Wis
body.  In view of this faet, the magicians made
a very besutitul war-chiest, Inlald with some
mud shells and decorated with rattles, and this
clicst they oftered Lo the Great spieit, with the
peayer that he would teach them how to destroy
the strnnger.  In answer to tho praver, o veno-
mouws snoke was created and carefully hidden
under o leaf by the side of the spring. The
slranger, 88 usunl, came there to dreiok, waos
bitten by the snake, and perished. The Cherokee
pation then fell in love with the snake, and
huving nskad the Great Spirlt to distingulsh it
by soma pecullar murk from all the other snakes
in the world, he complied Ly transferring to its
body the rattles which bad made the chest of
gnerifice so musical to the enr ond 50 beautiful
o the eve,
